King George, In the tunic of a 


field marshal, and President Al- 
bert Lcbrun of France, reviewed 
the colorful columns of marching 
men, 
totalling 50,000, 
supported 


by hundreds of tanks and about 
50 airplanes. 
The spectacle, a 
highlight of 
King 
George's state 
visit 
to 
France, attested to the 
strong 


bonds that unite Europe's great 
democratic powers. 
Vast throngs lining the route 


of the parade saw implements of 
war the French army never be- 
fore had 
shown publicly. 
They 
watched

swiftly 
pulling

guns on pneumatic rubber tires 
and mechanized three-Inch anti- 
aircraft guns with trucks for am- 
munition. 


Fifty

gether with tanks ranging from 
tiny whippets to rolling fortresses.

The prime minister said these 


assurances had been

Viscount Halifax, foreign secre- 
tary, 
by Captain Fritz Wledo- 


mann, the German fuehrer's rep- 
resentative. 


Chamberlain gave this reply to 
a question as to what was discuss- 
ed at Monday night's confidential 
discussion between Lord Halifax 
and Hitler's envoy: 


"In the 
course of his recent 


visit to London, Captain Wlede- 
mnnn had an informal conversa- 
tion with the secretary of state 
for foreign 
affairs. 


"Captain 
Wiedomann 
did 
not 


come 
prepared 
to discuss 
any 


particular aspect of political af- 
fairs, but the conversation en- 
abled him, owing to his contact 
with authoritative circles In Ger- 
many, to renew the assurances al- 
ready given by the German gov- 
ernmont of their desire to achieve 
a peaceful settlement of outstand- 
ing questions." 


The prime minister's statement 


was interpreted here as an Indi- 
cation 
that 
Wledemann's visit 


might lead to the reopening of 
negotiations for a broad Anglo- 
German political settlement. 


Such negotiations were broken 


off almost before they were be- 
gun last March when 
Germany 


suddenly moved Into and annexed 
Austria.

Rabbles are easily 
aroused; but they can never stick 
to the end. One efficient guerilla 
band of God's soldiers can ac- 
complish more than a multitude 
swayed by passing passion. 


Thirty 
thousand oppressed Is- 


raelites rallied to Gideon's sum- 
mons. 
All sorts of motives Im- 


pelled them to enlist. On a show- 
down, two thirds of them quit 
cold when given a decent chance. 
The remainder were subjected to 
water test: those who heedlessly 
knelt down to put. their mouths 
to tho water plainly liked the vig- 
ilance of good soldiers. Tho throe 
hundred who, alert, scooped up 
the water into their hands and 
lapped It—as I have neon orien- 
tals do—set themselves apart as 
fit for a hazardous venture Into 


the midst of a mighty foe. 


Gideon, a born leader, a man 


slow 
to undertake, but resolute 


to 
finish, 
when 
God Indicated 
that he would defeat the Midlan- 
Ite host by this small company, 
organized and drilled them Into his 
unique strategy. Ho was a master 
of psychology, for he meant to 
attack tho enemy's spirits, rather 
than 
their bodies. 
So he equip- 


ped pach man with a torch and 
pottery pitcher, as well as with 
military weapons. 


Fit For the Fray 


Fitness first. 
It Is the prepar- 


ed man that God uses for his big 
tasks. 
And 
fitness is wherein 


our generation seems to be falling. 
One of the big educational foun- 
dations 
recently 
conducted 
a 


scientific survey of fifty thousand 
college and high school students. 
They found that 
an * appalling 


proportion of the college students 
really knew less than the hlih 
school students. Hard, 
grinding, 


their 
acquisition of real know- 
ledge seems to Interest students 
far less than athletics and social 
life. True scholars are apparent- 
ly only a small by-product of our 
modern educational 
system. Fit- 


ness for life's battle, a genuine 
ability to make definite contribu- 
tion to the world's welfare, does 
not appear to be a major goal of 
our 
present-day 
training. 
The 


proportion of the fit is no greater 
than It was in Gideon's day. 


"Half-baked" is a good collo- 


quial tag to pin upon most of our 
radical reformers. The ends they 
seek may be 
good, 
but 
they 


should be better qualified to pur- 
sue thorn. 
They do not carry a 
hcav enough cargo of facts. A 
few years ago, I was playing golf 
with the acting president of one 
of 
our famous eastern colleges. 


He was called from the course by 
an 
urgent 
telephone 
message.. 
When he returned he drily re- 
marked, "Some of 
our 
students 


have been arrested In the city for 
disorderly picketing of a foreign 
consulate. 
I am 
letting 
them 1 
stay locked up -for a while, to 
do some sober thinking. Perhaps 
they will see the folly of agitat- 
ing over a remote subject about 
which they know nothing, while 
they are perfectly Indifferent to 
reforms thaTt are needed right at 
their own doors."

ation, he said, doesn't mean 
that 
the 
United 
States 


should be expected to pull 
British chestnuts out of the 
fire, 
although there are 


now many chestnuts that 
concern both countries. 


"But 
it does mean this: 


That these two great peo- 
ples should be working for 
the same broad objectives, 
nnd that their attitude and 
the approach 
of. both of 


them 
to world problems 


must be influenced to a 
large extent by the ideals 
and traditions which they 
share in common." 


In short, these two coun- 


tries, with all their differ- 
ences, are more alike than 
either of them is like any 
other country. It is there- 
fore easier for them to un- 
derstand each other and 
get along with each other 
and stand together moral- 
ly in a crisis than it would 
be with any other nation. 
The 
same 
language 
and 


culture, similar institutions 
and 
traditions, 
make 
a 


stronger bond than such 
casual interests as we have 
. in common with other na- 


tions and races. Whether 
any particular individual in 
either country likes it or 
not, these are facts, to be 
recognized and acted on oc- 
casionally in a dangerous 
world.

Barton's 


speech at a political gath- 
ering in Indiana. 


"We are paying; the price 


in this country," he declar- 
ed, "for 50 years of neg- 
lect of government on the 
part of our so-called best 
people. 
You and I have 


had less interest in govern- 
ment than our fathers had. 
Our children have less than 
we." 


The first feeling of most 


people, perhaps, is that this 
accusation is untrue. There 
seems to be a grea+ deal of 
interest 
in 
government. 


People are always reading 
and talking and 
fighting 


about it, and they can work 
themselves up into a state 
of intense, concentrated at- 
tention during election cam- 
paigns. 


Yet perhaps Mr. Barton 
is right. For even this con- 
centration may be a mere- 
ly partisan interest in prac- 
tical politics and political 
personalities, rather than a 
serious study of the princi- 
ples and issues involved. 


It may be really true that 


ou.r grandfathers and great- 
grandfathers 
were more 


concerned than we are with 
the basic principles of gov- 
ernment and the things that 
really matter most in Am- 
erican life.

To The. Voters of Navarro County: 


It has been impossible for me to talk to you all personally, 


and I take this method of respectfully submitting to you my can- 
didacy for Criminal District Attorney. I was born and reared in 
Navarro County. I have been practicing law in my home county 
for the past ten years since graduating at the University of Tex- 
as. I held the City Attorney's office of Corsicana for six years 
and then stepped down and let the next man have it. During the 
ten years of my practice and during my six years as City Attor- 
ney I have tried a large number of important and hotly-contest- 
ed cases in the district court against some of the best lawyers of 
the Navarro County bar and from the Dallas bar and have held 
my own with those lawyers successfully. I did not lose a case 
against the city that was tried while I was City Attorney. 


In my race for District Attorney two years ago you gave me 


4,555 votes; my opponent received 4,620 votes and defeated me 
by only 65 votes. My opponent died at the beginning of his term, 
and I felt that in view of the extreme closeness of our race and 
because of democratic precedent, I was entitled to the appoint- 
ment from Governor Allred; but Governor Allred told me \n his 
office at Austin thai he owed a political debt to former Governor 
Ross Sterling because Sterling, when Governor, appointed All- 
red's brother, Rene Allred, a district judge in East Texas, and that 
Ross Sterling had requested him CGovernor Allred) to appoint 
Mr. Cleo G. Miller, who is former Governor Sterling's son-in-law, 
as District Attorney. Mr. Cleo G. Miller, now my opponent, had 
already held the District Attorney's office nearly six years in the 
past, and at the end of his present appointive term he will have al- 
ready held the office for nearly eight years. 


My opponent, Mr. Miller, at Blooming Grove and at other 


places over the county has exhibited a letter from Governor All- 
red, stating that Governor Allred appointed Mr. Miller rather 
than myself because he considered Mr, Miller better qualified, 
and he adds, "besides, Mr. Banister had already been defeated for 
the office." That was not what Governor Allred told me. His 
word is as good in this situation as it was to to the old people of 
Texas to whom he made definite promises regarding old age 
assistance, and yet whom he betrayed and double-crossed after 
they believed him, trusted him, and helped elect him. Governor 
Allred has made the people of Navarro County pay his political 
debt to Ross Sterling; it is not presumptious for him now by his 
letter, to attempt to tell you how to vote for District Attorney? 
Abraham Lincoln was defeated when he first ran for public of- 
fice. Allred would probably have refused to appoint Lincoln, ac- 
cording to his letter, and probably would have written, "Mr. Lin- 
coln had already been defeated"; but if you rolled Governor All- 
red and former Governor Ross Sterling up together and placed 
them beside Abraham Lincoln, you could not even see Allred 
and Sterling. 


My opponent in the opening political rally at Angus began a mud-sling- 


ing campaign with such charges as, "It would be pitiful for Charlie Banister 
as your District Attorney to have to sit across the table from such lawyers as 
Tom Tyson, Mays and Mays, and Lovett and Lovett." He also actually made 
an attempt to base his candidacy upon need when he said, "If you are go- 
ing to vote on the basis of need and sympathy, then I (Cleo G. Miller) am en- 
titled to your vote; Charlie Banister is not married and has no responsibil- 
ities; I (Cleo G. Miller) have a wife and two children." When I was thus 
forced to defend myself, my opponent then began to cry that I wa» mud- 
slinging. 


In reply to the first slanderous charge, I pointed out that my oppon- 


ent and all of his assistants had sat a cross the table from all the three law 
firms mentioned and had lost cold blooded murder cases to all of them. My 
opponent has more assistants than any District Attorney in the history of 
the county and yet they agreed with the firm of Lovett and Lovett, the for- 
mer law partners of my opponent and of his first attistant, to what amounts 
to no penalty at all in the Ruff Tickle murder case; they agreed to a plea of 
guilty and three years for murder and Tickle is now serving the three year* 
in Leavenworth while he is at the same time serving three years for boot- 
legging of which latter offense he had already been found guilty in the Fed- 
eral court before the local murder case was called for trial. In the Hunter 
murder case, the defendant lad a few words with the deceased, then went 
home and got his shotgun, came to deceased's home, called deceased out on 
the porch, and killed deceased in cold blood. My opponent and all his assist- 
ants convicted Hunter for only five years. I am not reflecting either upon the 
jurors or the District Judge. I have confidence in the jurors of Navarro 
County if and when the evidence and all the evidence is submitted to them. 
The District Judge is not responsible for the manner in which the evidence is 
submitted. 


In reply to the second false appeal, I replied that I have my widowed • 


mother; that my opponent did not get married until after the people of Na- 
varro County elected him District Attorney and gave him a chance in 1930, 
eight years ago; and that my opponent's father-in-law is a millionaire. 


My opponent is referring to complimentary remarks made 


regarding him in the final reports of several grand juries. Yet 
such complimentary remarks are customary and have been made 
by practically every grand jury in the history of the county about 
every District Attorney. Investigation reveals that the reports of 
the grand juries were written by my opponent's first assistant. 


My friends, I am asking you for a chance. I believe that 


ninety per cent of you felt that I was entitled to the appointment 
when my former opponent died. The Governor did not give me a 
chance. I am now earnestly asking you for your appointment 
when you vote next July 23. I have already proved that I am 
qualified by winning important district court cases against such 
lawyers as Mays & Mays, Judge J. S. Callicutt, Mr. J. S. Sim- 
kins, Saner, Saner & Jack of Dallas, and many others. I tried those 
cases by myself. In view of the fact that my opponent has already 
held the District Attorney's office for nearly eight years, would 
it not be fair and equitable now to give me a chance? I shall be 
ever grateful for your influence and votes on July 23.

Father Mode Fortunes.

At the outbreak of the 
Civil war he organized a com- 
pany of cavalry to fight for the 
Confederacy. He rose to the rank 
of major general. When the war 
ended, General Gano entered the 
ministry and baptized more than 
16,000 persons.

Three months later his mother, 
Allene Gano Hughes, took him to

Even as a baby, relatives say, 


he was serious. He liked animals, 
although 
he was cautious with 
them. Shyness distinguished him, 
however, as well as his love Ion 
machines. 


Invents Engine Muffler. 


Howard was vastly fond of his 


father, and from him Inherited or 
acquired his knack for mechanics. 
Tools, supplied by his father, were 
his playthings. The elder Hughes 
•was proud of his boy's leaning to- 
ward mechanics. But even then. 


relatives were frightened lest he 
hurt himself.

Hughes learned 
the oil business from the ground 
up.At one time he was in charge of 
the California branch of the fam- 
ily enterprise. 
Hardly come of 


age, he directed the whole con- 
cern, and made substantial profits. 


Income In 7 Figures. 
'He still knows all about It, 


relatives say, and he Is listed to- 
day as chairman of the Hughes 
Tool Company and president of 
the Hughes Industries Company. 


His income of course is not pub- 


lic property. A few years ago It 
•was reputed to be $3,000,000

They all laughed when Howard 
Hughes went 
into

This lanky, good-looking youngster 
from Texas—who was he to buck 
Hollywood? 


The lunky youngster smiled, put 


his money down to back a friend, 
lost it. and still smiled. Reaching 
his own conclusions, as always, 
he decided the way to do it was 
to do it himself. He became his 
own producer. 


His first picture, "Everybody's 


Acting," showed a 150 per cent 
profit. That -was the first of sev- 
en—including "Front Page," and 
"Hells' Angels"—every one a prof- 
It maker. 


If Hughes ever cracked a Joke 


or uttered a wise crack in Holly- 
wood, there is no one to remem- 
ber It. He was known there as 
an eccentric among eccentrics, an 
individualists 
among 
individual- 


ists. Th truth is, he was a quiet, 
determined 
hard worker. 


His typical remark on the lot 
was, "What time is it, please?" 
He never carried a watch. 


Hughes got along well with his 


film employes and they with him 
—except on one of two occasions. 


Two Directors Quit. 
For his biggest success, "Hell's 


Angels," Hughes had engaged Di- 
rector Luther Reed. 


Tho company moved from the 


studios to the 
air 
field 
and 


Hughes went along to offer ad- 
vice. He made a number'of good 
suggestions and Reed began to 
wonder who was directing. Hugh- 
es, in his quiet way, told Reed 
that unless he could take suggest- 
ions they would have to get a 
new director. 


Reed quit on the spot and the 


next day Hughes sent him a check 
for the 
full amount, of his con- 


tract. 
Hughes finished directing. 


Another director, Kd Sedgewick, 


had a difference with Hughes over 
another air 
film, "Sky Devils." 


Without argument, Hughes gave 
him a full check and hired a new 
one. 


Hughes made a S3,000,000 profit 


out 
of 
"Hell's 
Angels," 
which 


might have been a $-1,000,000 flop. 


Production 
on 
the 
film 
was 


nearly complete when the 
new 


sound technique loomed on the 
scene. 


He Went Ahead. 
The question was whether to go 


ahead with the expensive silent 
film to a big deficit, or gamble 
more millions on sound. 
Hughes 
took the gamble, recast the pic- 
ture, retook the closeups where 
principals would be recognizable, 
and turned out a box office mas- 
terpiece. Also ho introduced Jean 
Harlow as a big-time star. 


On 
the 
other 
hand, 
Hughes 


dropped $2,000,000 in a color pror 
cess plant, it is said, and another 
52,000,000 in a theater chain. 


In the picture business he could 
scarcely 
escape 
rumors of 
ro- 


mance. 
He apepared with beau- 


ties and his name was linked jit 
one 
time and another 
with a 


dozen actresses. 
Katharine Hep- 


burn was the best known of these. 
Also, he squired well known so- 
ciety girls. 


Long before Hollywood, Hughes 
had been in love. 
He was mar- 


ried in 1925 to Miss Ella Rice, 
member of a prominent Houston 
family. 
Hhree 


were divorced. 


Hughes Wrecked 
Plane But No One 
Tattled Till Now 


A World war plane almost got 


Howard Hughes once, and this Is 
the first time the story ever has 
apcpared in print- 


It happened 10 years ago when 


'Hell's Angels" was being made, 
Hughes dared Ben Lyon, playing 
an aviator, to fly one of 
the 


French "Jennies" resurrected for 
the picture. 
Lyon, refusing, eg- 


ged Hughes Into taking up the 
old crate. 


Hughes got the tricky thing In- 
to the air, tried to make a turn 
at 200 feet and did a nose dive. 
He wrecked the ship and came 
out sorely bruised. 


His 
press 
agent 
thought 
It 


would make a swell story but 
Hughes put his foot down. 


"Nobody knows me," he said, 


"so what 
difference 
does 
it 
make?" 


Some say It wao "Hell's Angels" 


his big movie success, that turn- 
ed Hughes thoughts to aviation.

But the fact is that at tho age 


of 14 he had been aloft In a bat- 
tered old plane that was carrying 
passengers at $5 a head. 


The 
"Hell's 
Angels" 
crack-up 


was the first of three plane mis- 
haps from which Hughes emerged 
unscathed. 


By 1931, Hughes had tired of 
pictures, formed his own company 
and started building his own speed 
ships. Quiet, enormously thorough 
in preparation, he Insisted on qual- 
ity, spent freclly to get It. He did 
his own testing, had perfect con- 
fidence In his own judgment and 
ability. 


To gain experience, he even 


flew as an American Airways co- 
pilot. He had to handle baggage 
and look out for the passengers' 
needs—but he also had a good 
chance to learn how to run a big 
transport plane. 


Wins First Trophy. 
In 1934 he won his first trophy, 


In a sportsman 
pilots' race at 
Miami. 


A year later he flouted the Frl- 


day-the-13t.il Jinx to set a new rec- 
ord for land planes at Santa Ana, 
Calif., and had another 
narrow 


escape. About to land, his motor 
choked and he crashed onto a beet 
field before he could lower his re- 
tractable 
landing gear. 


The propeller crumpled up and 


his aides rushed up Hughes step- 
ped out, saying: 


"She'll do better—we'll fix her 


up and try again." 


His try was good for 352 miles 
an hour. 


Other records Included a hop 


from Chicago to Los Angeles In 8 
hours, 10 minutes, 25 seconds, on 
a WO bet, and one from Miami to 
New York in 4 hours, 21 min- 
utes, 23 seconds. 


During the record

Hughes' fame chiefly rested be- 
fore his round-the-world flight,' he 
met and conquered his third great 
emergency.
